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Nobel-winning Obama defends 
war in call for peace

OSLO - Newly enshrined 
among the world’s great 
peacemakers, President 
Barack Obama offered a 
striking defense of war. Eleven 
months into his presidency, 
a fresh Obama doctrine. Evil 
must be vigorously opposed, 
he declared as he accepted 
the Nobel Peace Prize on 
Thursday. At the same time, 
he made an impassioned case 
for building a “just and lasting 
peace.” 

“I face the world as it is, and 
cannot stand idle in the face 
of threats to the American 
people,” Obama told his 
audience in Oslo’s soaring 
City Hall. “For make no 
mistake: Evil does exist in 
the world.” Pronouncing 
himself humbled by such an 
honor so early in “my labors 
on the world stage,” Obama 
nevertheless turned his Nobel 
moment into an unapologetic 
defense of armed intervention 
in times of self defense or 
moral necessity.

The high eourt ruled in June 
that New Haven offieials 
violated white firefighters’ 
eivil rights when they threw 
out 2003 test results in whieh 
too few minorities did well. 
The ease beeame an issue 
in eonfirmation hearings for 
Supreme Court Justiee Sonia 
Sotomayor, who ruled against 
the white firefighters when she 
served on a federal appeals 
court. 

Fourteen firefighters who sued 
were promoted to lieutenant 
and captain. Another 10 
firefighters, including four 
minorities, who took the 2003 
tests but were not plaintiffs 
in the court case also will be 
promoted. 

“Today is a great day. It takes a 
lot of stress off our shoulders. 
We just can’t wait to get up 
there and get our badges,” said 
one of the plaintiffs, Steven 
Durand, who was accepting 
his promotion to lieutenant. 
Durand, 36, predicted the case 
would result in “sweeping 
changes” around the country in 
how promotions are handled.

stubborn storm loavos 
behind a shivering nation

BUFFALO, N.Y. - A deadly, 
windy storm that has paralyzed 
a wide swath of the nation for 
days left bitter cold behind as it 
finally made its exit Thursday, 
with temperatures below 
freezing in several states and 
gusts that made it feel as cold 
as minus 25. 

Power failures in the Midwest, 
dozens of lost hunters in the 
West and howling winds that 
helped blow over a bus in 
New York provided just a 
few lingering miseries from 
the first major storm of the 
season. 

Emergency rooms took in 
people who had slipped and 
fallen, overdone shoveling 
or reached their hands into 
clogged snowblowers, while 
tow trucks freed drivers from 
the sides of icy roads and 
everyday residents simply 
struggled to get around in the 


frigid winds. 

“Like I stuck my face in the 
freezer,” was how Bincy 
Mathew described the feeling 
in Chicago on Thursday, 
complaining about his 
watering eyes: 

“I think they are going to 
freeze up.” 

Aileen Azares, 42, of 
Dallas, spent part of the day 
taking photos in Chicago’s 
Millennium Park, where 
sculptures sported snow hats 
and icicle beards. Azares wore 
a pink scarf but was still cold. 
“Right now my ears are 
hurting,” Azares said. 

The days-old storm made its 
first punch in the West before 
plowing across two-thirds of 
the country with heavy snow, 
icy winds, and even lightning 
and thunder before preparing 
to blow out to sea off Maine. 
In northern Arizona, 25 to 
30 elk hunters remained 
stranded for a fourth day in 


below-freezing weather, and 
searchers feared the parties 
would run out of food and 
heating fuel before the next 
storm hit, possibly over the 
weekend. 

The Coconino County Sheriff’s 
Office said the hunters were 
trapped by the 2 to 3 feet of 
snow that fell Monday. 
Authorities received several 
reports of stranded or overdue 
hunting parties but expected 
to get more calls as the elk 
hunting season drew to an end 
Thursday. 

“The storm just hit when 
everyone was out in the field,” 
said sheriff’s spokesman 
Gerry Blair. 

Michigan residents hunkered 
down under a blizzard warning 
as the coldest air of the season 
crossed Lake Michigan. 

More than 120,000 people 
lost power in the state, in the 
middle of a swath from Iowa 
to West Virginia and up to 


unsuccessfully last month to 
block the promotions of the 
plaintiffs, said Wednesday that 
his clients congratulate the 
newly promoted firefighters. 
“Nobody is going to say 
these guys are unqualified,” 
Thompson said. 

But Thompson, who is trying 
to intervene in federal court 
in New Haven to challenge 
the validity of the exams now 
that they have been certified, 
said the fight is not over 
because the black firefighters 
were not heard. In other cases 
cities have been required to 
make more promotions than 
planned, he said. 

“They understand this is a 
15 -round fight,” Thompson 
said of his clients. “You don’t 
decide who won in Round 3.” 
That prompted an angry 
reaction from Karen Torre, 
attorney for the white 
firefighters. 

“Attorney Thompson’s 

provocations and promise, 
to me, only demonstrates 
the need for the Supreme 
Court to take up the issue of 
the constitutionality of that 
provision of Title VII that 


allows such people to paralyze 
local governments and the civil 
service and hold the public 
hostage to endless litigation 
over the issue of race,” Torre 
said in a statement. 

David Rosen, an attorney for 
a black New Haven firefighter 
who is suing the city and 
arguing he was unfairly 
denied a promotion, said 
Wednesday that his client, 
Michael Briscoe, is happy for 
the promoted firefighters and 
has congratulated several of 
them. 

“He’s not trying to take a slot 
away from one of the people 
being promoted,” Rosen 
said. “There are other vacant 
positions.” 

Frank Ricci, the lead plaintiff 
among the white firefighters, 
told the Senate in July during 
Sotomayor’s confirmation 
process that the lower court 
ruling against him “divides 
people who don’t wish to be 
divided along racial lines.” 
Ricci told the panel that 
“achievement is neither limited 
nor determined by one’s race 
but by one’s skills, dedication, 
commitment and character.”

Maine where residents were 
in the dark at some point. 

High snow totals, fueled by 
winds blowing over lakes Erie 
and Ontario, were possible for 
parts of New York through 
Saturday, including south 
of Buffalo and north of 
Syracuse. 

While less than three inches 
of snow fell on Buffalo, winds 
gusting between 50 mph and 60 
mph blinded drivers, grounded 
fiights and forced most schools 


to close. Frequent thunder and 
lightning lit up the sky before 
dawn. 

A double-decker bus carrying 
12 passengers from New York 
City to Toronto overturned on 
the New York State Thruway 
near Buffalo when the driver 
made an unsafe lane change 
during the worst of the storm 
early Thursday, state police 
said. Nine on board were taken 
to hospitals with injuries not

WASHINGTON - Five 
young American Muslims 
arrested in Pakistan met with 
representatives of an al-Qaida 
linked group and asked for 
training but were turned down 
because they lacked references 
from trusted militants, a 
Pakistani law enforcement 
official said Thursday. 

U.S. officials in Pakistan have 
now visited the men in custody, 
after their disappearance 
late last month prompted a 
frantic search by friends and 
family and an investigation 
by worried counterterrorism 
officials. 

“We have had access to the 
five detainees,” Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
told reporters Thursday at an 
unrelated news conference. 
She called the move “part 
of the usual outreach” of the 
U.S. government and declined 
further comment. 

Javed Islam, a regional police

chief in Pakistan, said the men 
wanted to join militants in the 
country’s tribal area before 
crossing into Afghanistan and 
said they met with a banned 
military organization, Jaish- 
e-Mohammed in Hyderabad, 
and with representatives of 
a related group, Jamat-ud- 
Dawa, in Lahore. 

Another law enforcement 
official, Usman Anwar, the 
local police chief in Sargodha, 
told The Associated Press 
that the five are “directly 
connected” to the al-Qaida 
terrorist network. 

“They are proudly saying they 
are here for jihad” or holy war, 
Anwar said. 

The men used the social 
networking site Facebook 
and the Internet video site 
YouTube to try to connect with 
extremist groups in Pakistan, 
said S.M. Imran Gardezi, the 
press minister at the Pakistani 
Embassy in Washington. When 
they arrived in Pakistan, they 
took that effort to the street. 
“They were trying to link up 


to some groups, but there is 
no evidence for now that there 
was a definite plan,” Gardezi 
said. 

Local Pakistanis became 
suspicious of the young men 
and tipped off police, he said. 
Police arrested the group in a 
home belonging to the uncle 
of one of the men. Gardezi 
said the uncle had past ties to 
extremist groups. 

Gardezi said the men have not 
been turned over to the FBI 
and said Pakistan intended 
to carry out its own legal 
process. 

Another break in the case 
came not from federal agents 
or spies, but parents worried 
their sons may have made a 
terrible decision. 

The families, based in 
the northern Virginia and 
Washington, D.C., area, were 
particularly concerned after 
watching what is described 
as a disturbing farewell video 
from the young men, showing 
scenes of war and casualties 
and saying Muslims must be 
defended. 

“One person appeared in 
that video and they made 
references to the ongoing 
confiict in the world and that 
young Muslims have to do 
something,” said Nihad Awad, 
of the Council on American- 
Islamic Relations, or CAIR. 
The video has not been made 
public. 

After the disappearance of the 
five men in late November, 
their families, members of 
the local Muslim community, 
sought help from CAIR, which 
put them in touch with the FBI 
and got them a lawyer. 

The men range in age from 19 
to 25. One, Ramy Zamzam, 
is a dental student at Howard 


University. Pakistani police 
officer Tahir Gujjar identified 
three of the others under arrest 
as Eman Yasir, Waqar Hasan, 
and Umer Farooq. 

Farooq’s father, Khalid 
Farooq, also was detained. 
Pakistan police officials 


say the elder Farooq had a 
computer business in Virginia 
and shuttled between the U.S. 
and Pakistan. Investigators are 
still trying to establish what 
role — if any — he played in 
the men’s alleged activities, 
officials said. □

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Unions pressnre Democrats on hoalth insurance tax

WASHINGTON - Union 
leaders, among the most 
passionate backers of President 
Barack Obama’s health care 
overhaul, pressed Democratic 
senators Thursday to drop a 
tax on high-value insurance 
plans to pay for remaking the 
nation’s system. 

Members of several labor 
unions denounced the 
proposed tax on so-called 
“Cadillac plans,” arguing it 
wouldn’t just hit CEOs but 


also middle-class Americans 
who did without salary 
increases to negotiate better 
health benefits. 

“Isupporthealthcarereformbut 
I can’t afford this tax,” Valerie 
Castle Stanley, an AT&T call 
center worker and member 
of the Communications 
Workers of America, said at 
a news conference outside the 
Capitol. 

“For families like mine that 
are on a budget, the results 
will be devastating.” 

The Senate has been debating 


the health care bill since 
the beginning of last week 
but temporarily stopped 
Thursday afternoon to take 
up an unrelated spending bill. 
Debate on the health bill is 
expected to resume Monday. 
At issue for the labor unions is 
a proposed 40 percent excise 
tax on insurance companies, 
keyed to premiums paid on 
health care plans costing 
more than $8,500 annually 
for individuals and $23,000 
for families. The tax would 
raise some $150 billion over 
10 years to help pay for 
the Democrats’ nearly $1 
trillion health care bill. The 
legislation, which appears to 
be edging closer to passage, 
would revamp the U.S. 
health care system with new 
requirements on individuals 
and employers designed 
to extend health coverage 
to more than 30 million 
uninsured Americans. 

The threshold for insurance 
plans that would be taxed 
had been adjusted higher in 
response to union members’ 
concerns, and Sen. John 
Kerry, D-Mass., a leader of 
those efforts, has said there 
could be further changes. But 
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labor organizations including 
the Teamsters, the AFL-CIO 
and the National Education 
Association are urging 
the Senate to drop the tax 
entirely and take the approach 
embraced by the House, which 
would raise income taxes on 
individuals making more than 
$500,000 a year and couples 
making more than $1 million. 
Union leaders have brought 
hundreds of members to the 
Capitol this week to lobby 
lawmakers. 

“We should tax the millionaires, 
not teachers and bus drivers,” 
said Lily Eskelsen, vice 
president of the National 
Education Association. 

Sen. Bernie Sanders, I-Vt., 
who spoke at Thursday’s news 
conference, has authored an 
amendment with Sen. Sherrod 
Brown, D-Ohio, to strip out 
the insurance plan tax, but 
doesn’t yet have agreement 
from Senate leaders to offer 
it. 

Anumber of Senate Democrats 
and White House officials 
support the insurance plan tax 
because they believe it would 
help hold down health care 
costs by providing an incentive 
for companies and workers 
to spend less on health care 
packages. 

On the Senate floor Thursday, 
Sens. Byron Dorgan, D-N.D., 
and John McCain, R-Ariz., 
pushed an amendment to allow 
U.S. pharmacies and drug 
wholesalers to import Food 
and Drug Administration- 
approved drugs from Canada, 


Europe and a few other 
countries. It was unclear when 
a vote would take place, and 
people on both sides of the 
issue said it will be tough for 
supporters to get the 60 votes 
they’ll need to win. 

As a candidate, Obama 
supported allowing U.S. 
consumers to order lower-cost 
prescriptions from abroad. 
As president, he needs the 
backing of the drug industry 
to push his health care bill 
through Congress. While 
administration officials 

contend the president still 
agrees in principle, the FDA 
is saying it would be difficult 
to fully guarantee the safety of 
imports, lending weight to the 
industry’s main argument. 

The most crucial work on 
the overall bill was being 
done behind closed doors, 
where Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid, D-Nev., and his 
lieutenants were hunting 
support for a tentative deal 
among moderate and liberal 
Democrats to expand the 
government’s role in providing 
care. 

In a bow to a crucial bloc of 
liberals, the compromise drops 
a full-blown government 
health plan that’s a top priority 
for liberals. Instead, the same 
federal agency that negotiates 
health insurance for federal 
workers and members of 
Congress — the Office of 
Personnel Management — 
would administer national, 
nonprofit plans available to 
the public.□ 
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NYC police: Officer kills Times Square scammer

NEW YORK - A plainclothes 
cop chased a scam artist 
through sidewalks crowded 
with holiday shoppers and 
tourists Thursday in the heart 
of Times Square, killing 
the suspect near a landmark 
Broadway hotel after a 
gunfight that shattered box 
office and gift shop windows, 
police said. 

No one else was injured. 

The 25-year-old suspect and 
his brother were trying to 
dupe tourists into buying CDs 
and movies along Broadway 
and 46th Street just before 
noon when he was recognized 
by a sergeant who runs a task 
force that monitors aggressive 
panhandling. Police 

Commissioner Raymond 
Kelly said. 

The officer asked them for 
their tax identification, which 
allows peddlers to sell on 
the streets. But suspect took 
off running, through to the 
Marriott Marquis hotel’s 
passenger drop-off area, Kelly 
said. 

The sergeant pursued, and the 
man turned and fired with a 
stolen Mac-10 machine pistol 
that held 30 rounds; he got off 
two shots before it jammed, 
police said. The officer fired 
four times, striking the suspect 
in the chest and arm and killing 
him, Kelly said. 

“We’re lucky the weapon 
jammed,” Kelly said. 

The commissioner said 
the shooting preliminarily 
appeared to be within 
department guidelines, which 
allow for deadly force when 
an officer’s life is threatened. 
Dave Kinahan, a tourist from 
Boston, was parking his car in 
a spot below street level at the 
hotel when he saw one man 
shooting another. 

“I was 20 yards away,” 
Kinahan said. He said he 
thought, “Is this real or this a 
movie?” 

The hotel is located in the 
Broadway theater district in 
the heart of Times Square. 
The Marquis Theatre, where 
“White Christmas” is now 
playing, is in the hotel. Bullets 
from the gunfight shattered 
the window of the Broadway 
Baby gift shop and a side 


window of the box office on 
the street, police said. 

Duncan Stewart, a Broadway 
casting director for National 
Artists Management Co., 
has a 12th-fioor office that 
overlooks Times Square. He 
said he was on the phone when 
he heard three loud pops. 
Stewart has worked in Times 
Square for the past three 
years. He has gotten used to 
seeing the weird and wacky, 
but almost never anything 
violent. 

“It’s bizarre. It’s one thing to 
see the Naked Cowboy day 
after day in Times Square, 
but a shooting is something 
different altogether,” he said. 
The slain man was not 
immediately identified. His 
brother was in police custody. 
Police say the two were 
working a scam in which they 
would approach tourists, ask 
them their names, then write 
their names on the CDs and 
movies and demand payment 
of$10. 

The suspect had been wanted 
for assault in the Bronx. The 
gun he used in the shooting was 
reported stolen in Richmond, 
Va., on Oct. 28, police said. 
He also had with him several 
business cards from gun 
dealers there, but it’s not clear 
if he was also selling weapons, 
police said. 

One of the cards had a 
handwritten message on the 
back: “I just finished watching 
‘The Last Dragon.’ I feel 
sorry for a cop if he think 
I’m getting into his paddy 
wagon,” according to police. 
It’s unclear who wrote the 
message, which apparently 
references the 1985 martial 
arts movie. 

NYPD spokesman Paul 
Browne said officers pay 
special attention to scams 
and panhandling during the 
holidays. Specialized units 
are set up in areas, including 
Times Square and Canal Street, 
where stolen goods, knockoffs 
and scams are prevalent. 

“We focus on them this time 
of the year, because they’re 
preying on tourists during the 
Christmas holidays,” Browne 
said. 

New York City’s crackdown 
on panhandling began under 
former Mayor Rudy Giuliani, 
when “zero-tolerance”

policing was instituted to 
curb quality-of-life offenses. 
Panhandling, public drinking, 
public urinating, graffiti and 
disorderly conduct were all 
part of the crackdown as a 
way to bring order to the city 
by sending the message that 
no crime would be tolerated. 
When Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg first took office in 
2002, one of the first things 
he did was launch “Operation 
Clean Sweep,” aimed at those 
same quality-of-life problems. 
By the end of Bloomberg’s 
first term, the program had had 
resulted in some 3 3,000 arrests 
and 350,000 summonses. 

A few hours after the shooting, 
the area had returned to the 
normal holiday bustle, even 
as dozens of police officers 
surrounded the hotel, taping 
off the valet parking area. 


Donna Anderson of Murray, 
Utah, was staying at the 
Marquis. She was intrigued by

The hawkish message was an inevitable nod 
to the controversy defining his selection: an 
American president, lauded for peace just as he 
escalates the long, costly war in Afghanistan. 

It was a jarring moment when Obama, in the 
midst of the ceremony, said of his troops in 
Afghanistan: “Some will kill. Some will be 
killed.” 

He lauded previous Nobel winners Mohandas 
Gandhi and Martin Luther King Jr., preachers 
of nonviolent action. But he added, “A 
nonviolent movement could not have halted 
Hitler’s armies. Negotiations cannot convince 
al-Qaida’s leaders to lay down their arms.” 

“To say that force is sometimes necessary is 
not a call to cynicism, it is a recognition of 
history.” 

The president laid out circumstances in which 
war is justified — in self-defense, to come to 
the aid of an invaded nation, on humanitarian 
grounds such as when civilians are slaughtered 
by their own government. 

At the same time, he also stressed a need to 
fight war according to “rules of conduct” that 
reject torture, the murder of innocents and 
other atrocities. 

“We lose ourselves when we compromise the 
very ideals that we fight to defend,” he said. 
“And we honor those ideals by upholding them 
not when it’s easy, but when it is hard.” 

He emphasized a need to exhaust alternatives 
to violence, including worldwide sanctions 
with teeth to confront nations such as Iran or 
North Korea that defy international demands. 
He pushed himself away from George W. Bush 
in defending diplomatic outreach that engages 
even enemies. He defined peace as civil rights, 
free speech and economic opportunity, not just 
the absence of confiict. 

“Let us reach for the world that ought to be,” 
Obama said. “We can understand that there will 
be war, and still strive for peace.” 

Back in the U.S., presidential historians and 
foreign policy specialists saw the speech as 
underscoring Obama’s revamping of America’s 
stance — away from confrontation and toward 
cooperation and negotiation when possible, 
and military action when unavoidable. 
Zbigniew Brzezinski, who was President Jimmy 
Carter’s national security adviser, said Obama 


had presented “a very broadly stated case that 
we cannot in all circumstances avoid war.” But 
he said he would have liked to have heard “some 
greater clarification of how he will pursue the 
broad objectives he has articulated.” 

Obama showed “a sense of daring” in talking 
about war as he was honored as a man of peace, 
said John Baick, professor of history at Western 
New England College in Springfield, Mass. 
“He bared his soul, said we were going to have 
to kill, have to send soldiers to die, we hope 
we’re doing the right thing,” Baick said. 

The centerpiece of Obama’s swift trip to 
Europe, the speech doubled the length of his 
inaugural address. 

Appearing tired here, Obama had worked 
all the way through the night on the flight to 
Norway, an aide said. 

Such is the weight of he prize. Suddenly and 
forever, Obama is in the company of Gandhi, 
King, Nelson Mandela, Mother Teresa, the 
Dalai Lama. 

He drew laughter from his hosts when he 
acknowledged “the considerable controversy 
that your generous decision has generated.” 
“My accomplishments are slight,” Obama said, 
by comparison to such “giants of history.” In 
addition to other Nobel winners, he said the 
unrecognized masses who fight for peace are 
“far more deserving.” 

Obama’s wife, first lady Michelle Obama, 
listened to her husband’s words and showed 
tears by the end. 

The president was accompanied by a small 
crew of family, friends and advisers. 

Politically, the White House was careful not 
to play up Obama’s big award, what with so 
many families hurting economically at home 
and more troops heading off to war. Quite a 
few Norwegians were said to be miffed that 
he stayed but a day, not the usual three, and 
skipped a number of traditional events. 

Still there was ceremony aplenty. 

Before an evening banquet with Norwegian 
royalty, the Obamas stepped onto their hotel 
balcony to wave to a crowd of thousands who 
had gathered for a torchlight procession. In the 
square below, there were chants of “Yes, we 
can” and “O-ba-ma” as scores of torches were 
held aloft. Nearby, up to 2,000 demonstrators 
protested, many carrying banners demanding 
the U.S. get out of Afghanistan. □ 
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Nobel Prizes honor a record 5 women in 2009

STOCKHOLM - A record 
five women were among the 
13 people awarded Nobel 
Prizes on Thursday, including 
a writer who depicted life 
behind the Iron Curtain and 
researchers who showed 
how chromosomes protect 
themselves from degrading. 
Sweden’s King Carl XVI 
Gustaf handed out the 
prestigious 10 million kronor 
($1.4 million) awards in 


chemistry, physics, medicine, 
literature and economics 
during a glitzy ceremony at 
Stockholm concert hall. Hour 
earlier. President Barack 
Obama received the peace 
prize in Oslo. 

The Stockholm ceremony is 
topped off by a lavish banquet 
in the capital’s city hall — 
where laureates are served a 
succulent three-course gala 
dinner whose menu is kept top 
secret.

Swedish company controls 
Nobel ceremony footage

OSLO - When President Barack Obama accepted his Nobel 
Peace Prize on Thursday, a single Swedish company controlled 
the dissemination of his words. 

Obama’s speech was recorded exclusively by Norwegian 
national television and distributed by Nobel Media AB, a 
company formed by the Sweden-based Nobel Foundation in 
2004 to strengthen control over its intellectual property. 

In previous years, independent media could record the first five 
minutes of the ceremony. Nobel Media did not allow that this 
year because, the company said, it would conflict with Obama’s 
security requirements. 

The limitations did not impede the distribution of Obama’s 
speech: Media around the world could broadcast as much as 
they wanted live. But any outlet that wanted to play a recorded 
snippet was limited to a maximum of three minutes that had run 
consecutively and uninterrupted. 

All footage was emblazoned with the Nobel Media logo. 

Nobel Media also barred Web sites from live streaming of 
the ceremony, limiting live online coverage to the Nobel 
Foundation’s Web site, nobelprize.org.Q 


Alfred Nobel, which stipulates 
that the prizes be given to 
those who “have conferred the 
greatest benefit on mankind.” 
The prizes were first awarded 
in 1901. 

In total, only 40 women have 
won the prestigious prizes, 
including Marie Curie who 
took the 1903 physics prize 
and the 1911 chemistry prize. 
Romanian-born author Herta 
Mueller accepted the Nobel 
literature award for her critical 
depiction of life behind the 
Iron Curtain — work drawn 
largely from her personal 
experiences. Mueller’s 

mother spent five years in 
a communist gulag, and the 
writer herself was tormented 
by the Securitate secret police 
because she refused to become 
their informant. 

At the prize ceremony. 
Professor Anders Olsson 
of the Swedish Academy 
praised Mueller for her “great 
courage in uncompromisingly 
repudiating provincial 

repression and political 
terror.” 

“It is for the artistic value in 
that opposition that you merit 
this prize,” he said. “Even 
though you have said that 
silence and suppression taught 
you to write, you have given 
us words that grip us deeply 
and directly.”

history by being the first 
woman to receive the Nobel 
Memorial Prize in Economic 
Sciences, sharing it with 
fellow American Oliver 
Williamson for their work in 
economic governance. That 
prize is not one of the original 
Nobels, but was created in 
1968 in Nobel’s memory by 
the Swedish central bank. 
Americans Elizabeth H. 
Blackburn, 61, and Carol W. 
Greider, 48, shared the 2009 
Nobel Prize in physiology or 
medicine with countryman 
Jack W. Szostak for their 
work in solving the mystery 
of how chromosomes protect 
themselves from degrading 
when cells divide. 


Professor Rune Toftgard, 
a member of the Nobel 
Assembly at the Karolinska 
Institute, said the trio’s work 
has raised hope that new 
therapies can be developed to 
fight cancer. 

“You have solved a long¬ 
standing and fundamental 
problem in biology,” he said. 
The chemistry award was 
shared by 70-year-old Ada 
Yonath of Israel and Americans 
Venkatraman Ramakrishnan 
and Thomas Steitz for their 
atom-by-atom description of 
ribosomes, the protein-making 
machinery within cells. Their 
research is being used to 
develop new antibiotics.□

The prestigious Nobel Prizes are awarded 
annually on Dec. 10 in twin ceremonies in 
Stockholm and Oslo.

• Nobel Prize in physiology or medicine:

• Nobel Prize in physics: Americans Charles

Boyle and 
Smith received the prize for opening the door 
to digital cameras by inventing a sensor that 
turns light into electrical signals.

Steitz and Israel’s Ada Yonath — the first 
woman to receive it since 1964 — for creating 
detailed blueprints of ribosomes, the protein¬ 
making machinery within cells.

• Nobel Prize in literature: Germany’s Herta 
Mueller, a Romanian-born writer honored for 
work depicting life under the Iron Curtain. 

• Nobel Peace Prize: President Barack Obama 
for “his extraordinary efforts to strengthen 
international diplomacy and cooperation 
between peoples.” 

• The Nobel Memorial Prize in Economic

Kidnappers in 
threat te kiii 
French hostage

KHARTOUM (AFP) - A group claiming to have kidnapped 
three French citizens in Chad and the Central African 
Republic threatened on Thursday to kill one of the hostages 
if Paris fails to start negotiations within a week. 

“We met (Thursday) and have decided that if in one week 
France doesn’t agree to negotiate with us, we will kill one of 
the hostages we are holding,” Abu Mohammed al-Rizeigi, 
spokesman for the kidnappers, told AFP by telephone. 

“We will also target French forces in Chad and we will carry 
out assassinations against French diplomats,” he said. 

Rizeigi said the hostages were in Chad and in good health, 
but a Chadian official said later Thursday that neither the 
kidnappers nor their victims were in the country. 

“We don’t know who these people (the kidnappers) are and 
they are not even in Chad,” he told AFP on condition of 
anonymity. The French embassy in Ndjamena declined to 
comment on the matter, saying it was being dealt with by 
Paris. A shadowy Darfur group calling itself Falcons for 
the Liberation of Africa has claimed the kidnappings of a 
French agronomist with the International Committee of the 
Red Cross (ICRC) and two unidentified staff of relief agency 
Triangle in the Central African Republic (CAR). 

On November 30, the group threatened it would kill the aid 
workers but did not specify a deadline. 

“We want to negotiate directly with France, but France 
wants to negotiate through a third party like Chad. We reject 
that,” Rizeigi told AFP at the time. “We’re going to kill them 
because France is not negotiating directly with us.” 

In an interview with AFP last month, ICRC worker Laurent 
Maurice, who was kidnapped in a Chadian village near the 


missiles, some of which can 
hit far inside Israel, which 
says it is preparing to deploy a 
defense system to shoot down 
rockets from Lebanon. 

A United Nations resolution 
that ended Hezbollah’s 2006 
war with Israel calls on the 
group to disarm, but Hezbollah 
says it must retain its weapons 
to fight off any future Israeli 
threat and persistent violations 
of Lebanon’s airspace.

Hezbollah legislator Nawaf 
al-Moussawi asked those who 
criticized his group’s weapons, 
“What is the alternative and 
how will the government face 
Israeli aerial violations?” 

He cited news reports that on 
Independence Day last month, 
Israeli warplanes were flying 
over Beirut as senior officials 
were attending a military 
parade.

Sudanese border, said he was bearing up despite the ordeal. 
The group also claimed responsibility for kidnapping two 
other aid workers, a Frenchwoman and a Canadian, earlier 
this year.

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Paraguay leader withdraws anS-terrerism bill

ASUNCION, Paraguay - President Fernando Lugo withdrew 
a vaguely written anti-terrorism bill Thursday after critics 
complained it would give judges too much discretion to limit 
individual freedoms. 

Paraguayan law already provides for a sentence of up to 30 years 
in prison for terrorist actions, and as written, the bill would have 
enabled judges to interpret “any kind of meeting between three 
or four people” as terrorist-related if the participants were seen 
to be instigating violence, said Sen. Carlos Filizzola, a supporter 
of Lugo’s government. 

The senator noted the same bill was rejected when it was 
proposed to the previous Congress. 

“The project should be rewritten to avoid enabling judges to 
jeopardize individual freedoms,” Filizzola said. 

Opposition Sen. Marcelo Duarte of the Patria Querida party 
criticized the president’s decision. “Lugo is turning Paraguay 
into an unsafe country, and it proves that he cannot maintain a 
line of action as a leader,” Duarte said. 

Meanwhile, a Senate committee approved the draft of a separate 
bill that forbids families from using their assets to pay ransoms 
to kidnappers without government permission. The bill would 
give the state the responsibility of contacting and negotiating 
with kidnappers. Lawmakers have had one particular family in 
mind while debating the bills: Rancher Fidel Zavala hasn’t been 
heard from since he was kidnapped Oct. 15 from his property

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Attorneys ask court to dismiss Poianski sex case

ANGELES - Lawyers for 
Roman Polanski and his 
victim in a 32-year-old case 
joined forces Thursday to ask 
an appeals court to dismiss 
a sexual misconduct charge 
against the director in the 
interest of justice. 

It was a surprise move in a 
lively hearing where appellate

justices peppered lawyers 
and a prosecutor with pointed 
questions, often interrupting 
their arguments to raise new 
issues. 

Associate Justice Laurie Zelon 
asked the prosecutor why 
the district attorney’s office 
had not investigated recent 
allegations of misconduct 
by a judge and prosecutor 
during Polanski’s 1977 court 


Polanski was initially indicted 
on six felony counts, including 
rape by use of drugs, child 
molesting and sodomy. He 
later pleaded guilty to one 
count of unlawful sexual 
intercourse. 

Polanski reached the plea deal 
in 1978, but was threatened by 
a judge with more prison time 
than previously agreed upon 
and fied to France before he 
was formally sentenced. 
Polanski is now confined to 
house arrest in his Swiss chalet 
in the resort town of Gstaad, 
and his fate is in the hands of 
judges in two countries. He is 
fighting extradition. 

Perluss, Zelon and Associate 
Justice Fred Woods also 
asked if Polanski could have 
sought appellate relief before 
taking the extreme measure of 
fieeing the country. 

“There were a host of alternate 
remedies to fieeing because a 
bargain wasn’t kept,” Perluss 
said. 

Attorney Chad Hummel, 
who represents Polanski, 
suggested the extent of judicial 
misconduct was not known at 
the time. 

“It sends chills up your 
spine what the judge did,” 
he said. “Would there have 
been available alternatives at 
the time? There should be a 
hearing on that.” 

If the justices don’t dismiss 
the case, they should send it 
back to Superior Court Judge 
Peter Espinoza for a hearing to 
decide the dismissal question 
in Polanski’s absence, 
Hummel said. 

Asayama insisted such a 
hearing could not be held 
without the director’s return 
because of the fugitive 
disentitlement doctrine, a 
100-year-old law that denies 
hearings to fugitives unless 
they return. She said making 
an exception for Polanski 
would set a bad precedent. 
“Do we want to send the 
message to other defendants 
that fiight is an option?” she 
asked. 

Attorney Lawrence Silver, 
who represents Polanski’s 
victim Samantha Geimer 
argued for dismissal on 
grounds of a recently adopted 
law allowing victims to have 
a say in cases. Geimer has 
repeatedly said she wants the 


proceedings. 

“Doesn’t the district attorney’s 
office have an interest in 
finding out what happened 
here?” Zelon asked. 

Deputy District Attorney 
Phyllis Asayama replied, 
“Yes, we are interested. But 
I’m not sure we have the 
proper agency to do this.” She 
didn’t elaborate. 

Presiding Justice Dennis 
Perluss, acknowledging 
there was misconduct by the 
now deceased judge, also 
questioned Asayama about 
whether “the district attorney 
has an obligation to see that 
justice is served.” 

The California Second District 
Court of Appeal is being asked 
to decide if it should order 
a Superior Court judge to 


consider dismissing the case 
without Polanski’s attendance 
in court. 

The justices did not 
immediately issue a ruling. 
“He has to be here,” Asayama 
said, “especially given he had 
options 30 years ago and he 
didn’t use them.” 

Polanski, the director of such 
classic films as “Chinatown” 
and “Rosemary’s Baby,” has 
been a wanted man since he 
fied to France on the eve of 
sentencing in 1978 for having 
unlawful sexual intercourse 
with a 13-year-old girl. 

He was accused of plying the 
teen with champagne and part 
of a Quaalude pill then raping 
her during a modeling shoot 
at Jack Nicholson’s house in

NEW YORK - The Nielsen Co. is selling some of its most 
prominent trade journals — including The Hollywood 
Reporter and Billboard — and shutting down Editor & 
Publisher, which has chronicled the newspaper business for 
108 years. 

In all, Nielsen is selling eight titles to e5 Global Media LLC, 
a new company formed by private equity firm Pluribus 
Capital Management, and Guggenheim Partners, a financial 
services company. Nielsen said James Finkelstein, who 
founded Pluribus this year with George Green and Matthew 
Doull, will serve as e5’s chairman. 

Along with Editor & Publisher, the company is also 
shuttering the book review title Kirkus Reviews. The two 
publications have 18 employees combined. Nielsen would 
not reveal details about the financial performance of E&P 
or Kirkus. 

Spokesman Gary Holmes said Nielsen is still reviewing 
its properties to make sure the company is focused on 
businesses with “the highest potential for growth.” 

Nielsen is keeping a handful of other media properties, 
including Contract Magazine and Progressive Grocer.□

NEW YORK - The stock 
market rose Thursday as 
an improvement in the 
nation’s trade deficit offset 
a weaker-than-expected 
reading on jobs. 

The Commerce Department 
said a surge in exports 
helped narrow the trade 
deficit in October to $32.9 
billion. Economists had 
been expecting an increase. 
The rise in exports was 
driven by a weaker dollar, 
which helps boost overseas 
demand for U.S. exports. 
The increase in demand 
for U.S. exports for a sixth 
straight month signals that 
makers of autos, aircraft 
and industrial machinery 
as well as farmers are 
seeing increased demand 
overseas. 

James Cox, managing 
partner at Harris Financial 
Group, said the increased 
demand for U.S. goods 
will help boost the nation’s 
economy. 

“These smaller trade 
balances are great news,” 
Cox said. “Any time you 
have a small trade balance, 
that will really contribute 
greatly to GDR” 

The trade figures helped 
offset mixed jobs numbers. 
The Labor Department 


said the number of laid-off 
workers seeking jobless 
benefits rose more than 
expected last week to 
474,000 after falling for 
five straight weeks, slightly 
higher than analysts were 
expecting. However the 
four-week average, which 
is less volatile, fell to 
the lowest level since 
September 2008. 

The gains in stocks came 
even as the dollar rose. 
For months, stocks and the 
dollar have moved in the 
opposite direction. Record- 
low U.S. interest rates have 
pressured the dollar for 
much of this year, leading 
investors to buy assets like 
stocks and commodities 
that can earn better returns 
than cash. 

In recent weeks, signs 
of improvement in the 
economy have brought 
expectations that the Federal 
Reserve might raise interest 
rates sooner than expected. 
That would strengthen the 
dollar. 

In early afternoon trading, 
the Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 52.15, or 0.5 
percent, to 10,389.20. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
rose 5.47, or 0.5 percent, to 
1,101.42, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 8.97, 
or 0.4 percent, to 2,192.70. 
As the end of the year 


approaches, investors have 
become more cautious in 
their trading, not wanting 
to lose the big gains they’ve 
made during the market’s 
rally. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index, which 
rose as much as 65 percent 
from its lows in March, has 
moved little over the past 
month. 

Bond prices fell, pushing 
yields higher. The yield 
on the benchmark 10-year 
Treasury note rose to 3.48 
percent from 3.44 percent 
late Wednesday. 

Gold rose after a four- 
day slide, while oil fell 70 
cents to $69.97 a barrel at 
the New York Mercantile 
Exchange. 

Two stocks rose for every 
one that fell on the New 
York Stock Exchange, 
where volume came to 515.8 


million shares compared 
with 504.6 million shares 
traded at the same point 
Wednesday. 

The Russell 2000 index 
of smaller companies rose 
0.70, or 0.1 percent, to 


598.73. Japan’s Nikkei 
stock average fell 1.4 
percent.

Celebrity magazine US Weekly is reporting 
that Woods eondueted a long-term affair with 
a Los Angeles eoektail waitress, and elaims to 
have the voiee mail and text messages to prove 
it. 

Aeeording to the magazine’s website, Jaimee 
Grubbs, 24, says she began having a sexual 
relationship with Woods in Las Vegas in April 
2007 and that it lasted 31 months — suggesting 
that the alleged relationship ended only 
reeently. 

US Weekly posted a voieemail on its website 
Wednesday morning, whieh the magazine 
elaims is from a eall Woods made to Grubbs 
on November 24, in whieh he suggests that his 
wife, Elin, might suspeet he has been having 
an affair. 

“Hey, it’s Tiger,” the voiee on the reeording 
says. “I need you to do me a huge favor. Can 
you please take your name off your phone? 
My wife went through my phone and may be 
ealling you. So if you ean, please take your 


name off that. 

Just have it as a number on the voieemail. You 
got to do this for me. Huge. Quiekly. Bye.” The 
world’s top golfer has been eaught in a media 
storm sinee an early morning ear erash outside 
his home on November 27. The fallout from 
that ineident has led to all manner of eolorful 
allegations against Woods, with rumor and 
innuendo far outpaeing faets and evidenee. 
One sueh allegation, published by the National 
Enquirer, is that Woods had been having 
an affair with a New York hostess, Raehel 
Uehitel. 

Woods has not addressed any speeifie aeeusation 
but released a statement in whieh he said rumors 
cireulating about him and his family are false 
and unfounded. Uehitel has furiously denied 
the affair and hired an attorney. 

In this ease, Grubbs elaims to have photos and 
300 explieit text messages from Woods, who 
married Elin Nordegren, the mother of his two 
ehildren, in 2004.

NEW YORK- Tiger Woods 
is where his wife wants him - 
under her thumb. 

Contrary to reports that Elin 
Nordegren is paeking her bags 
and taking the kids to Sweden, 
the former bikini model is 
sitting tight and determined 
to keep her family together. 
People magazine elaims. 
“Don’t let the pretty blond 
thing fool you - she is tough,” 
a source close to the family 
said. “She’s a fighter, and I am 
sure she’s fighting like hell 
right now, to keep her family 
intact, but also to make sure 
Tiger will always be haunted 
by this.” Nordegren, 29, has 
made no public statements 
about the bevy of busty women 
linked to her husband. 

But she knew he was a ladies’ 
man when they tied the knot in 
2004, friends said.

“He’s got a hockey 
mentality, a Minnesota 
kid,’’ Cashman said. “A 
very athletic, hard-nosed 
outfielder.’’ 

“We’ll see where it takes 
us. We feel he’s got great 
makeup. He’s got ability. 
We project him in the 
future as an everyday-type 
player,’’ he said. 

Hoffmann and Brett 
Gardner could be in the mix 
for the last spot as a reserve 
outfielder. 

“Gardy’s a pure center 
fielder with blazing speed.

Cashman said.

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IOC approves cycling changes, tennis mixed doubles 



LAUSANNE, Switzerland 
— Olympic leaders made two 
roster changes Thursday for 
the 2012 London Games: Track 
cycling’s signature endurance 
race is out and tennis mixed 
doubles is in. 

The International Olympic 
Committee executive board 
agreed to a program of five 
men’s and five women’s track 
cycling events as part of a plan 
proposed by cycling’s governing 
body. As a result, the Olympics 
will lose track cycling’s 4,000- 
meter individual pursuit for 
men and 3,000-meter pursuit 
for women. 

Cycling had seven track events 
for men and three for women 
at the 2008 Beijing Games. 
Thursday’s changes were 
designed to make sure male and 
females compete in an equal 
number of events in London. 
The number of women track 
cyclists in London will rise to 
84, up from 35 in Beijing in 
2008. Women will make up 
45 percent of the total number 


of Olympic track cyclists, 
compared with 19 percent in 
Beijing. 

Mixed doubles was played at 
several Olympics from 1900 to 
1924. The last gold medalists 
were Americans Richard 
Williams and Hazel Wightman 
in Paris in 1924. Tennis was 
dropped from the Olympics 
after 1924 but returned as a 
medal event in 1988 without 
mixed doubles. 

The IOC said mixed doubles 
“will bring an added value to the 
Olympic program by providing 
another opportunity for men 
and women to compete together 
on the same field of play.” 
Dozens of current and former 
cyclists, including Lance 
Armstrong, have spoken out 
against dropping the individual 
pursuit. Among those affected 
are reigning 19-year-old world 
champion Taylor Phinney of 
the United States and two-time 
Olympic champion Bradley 
Wiggins of Britain. 

IOC president Jacques Rogge 


said the committee was 
following the recommendations 
of the sport’s ruling body. 

“It is the advice of the UCI 
that the new format would be 
more appealing,” he said at a 
news conference. “Of course, 
the concerned riders regret that. 
This is perfectly understandable 
but the executive board of UCI 
considered the new format 
would be far more appealing.” 
“There is a general shift as you 
know from endurance events 
more to sprint events,” he 
added. “That is a consideration 
being made by the experts of 
cycling, not the IOC.” 

Also eliminated are the men’s 
and women’s points races, and 
men’s madison. 

The new Olympic program 
includes men’s and women’s 
competition in individual sprint, 
team sprint, keirin, team pursuit 
and the five-race omnium 
event. The omnium combines 
performances in a 3-kilometer 
individual pursuit, 200-meter 
sprint, 1-kilometer time trial, 
15-kilometer points race and 5- 
kilometer scratch race. 

“The thing about today is, 
fortunately it wasn’t a surprise,” 
Phinney told The Associated 
Press. “We’ve had ample time 
to think about this decision and 
fight this decision. ... I’m not 
waiting for this day to come 
anymore. It’s passed. I can 
move on.” 

Wiggins, who won the men’s 
pursuit in Athens in 2004 and 
Beijing in 2008, will miss the 
chance to go for a third gold in 
the event in his home city. 

“It’s disappointing, but it’s 
not something I can control or 
have an effect on,” he said. “It 
would have been nice to have 
been back there and going for 
No. 3 in the individual. It’s a bit 
drastic losing three endurance 
events and replacing it with 
something like the omnium 
which, in my opinion, is a poor 
event to watch. But it doesn’t 
matter what we think. We’re 
just the riders.” 


Reigning women’s pursuit 
champion Rebecca Romero 
of Britain added: “I’m 
disappointed that the chance for 
me to defend my Olympic title 
has been taken away, especially 
at this late stage in the Olympiad 
only two years before Olympic 
qualification.” 

Rogge said the UCI had 
conducted “extensive” surveys 
that supported the changes. 
“They are adamant that the new 
program is an improvement for 
cycling and especially that it will 
improve the audience and the 
popularity of the track events,” 
he said. “You can always argue 
about one individual event. 
The individual event might be 
very popular in some countries 
where medals are won, but not 
necessarily in other countries 
where there are no riders of 
high quality.” 

“You have always to distinguish 
the big picture from any 
particular country where some 
heroes win a lot of medals,” 


he said. “That does not reflect 
necessarily on the world view.” 
On the final day of a two- 
day meeting, the IOC board 
also ratified a proposal by the 
International Tennis Federation 
for inclusion of a 16-team mixed 
doubles competition in London, 
where the tournament will be 
played on grass at Wimbledon. 
In August, the IOC said it 
wanted guarantees that top 
players in singles would be able 
to participate in mixed doubles. 
Outside of the Olympics, the 
top singles players rarely play 
doubles or mixed doubles. 
Thursday’s decision was 
welcomed by ITF president 
Francesco Ricci Bitti. 

“We believe that this addition 
will make Olympic tennis a truly 
unique event, with top players 
having the opportunity to 
compete for their countries and 
the honor of an Olympic Medal 
in three distinct disciplines: 
singles, doubles and mixed 
doubles,” he said. □ 


lakers most valuable NBA 
franchise, Forbes says 

NEW YORK (AP) — The Los Angeles Lakers are the NBA’s 
most valuable team, and 12 franchises lost money in the 
2008-09 season, according to Forbes magazine. 

In its annual listing of the value of NBA franchises, Forbes 
finds Lakers to be worth $607 million, up 4 percent for the 
league champions. Second are the New York Knicks at $586 
million, but that is a 4 percent drop. The Knicks led the 
rankings for the four previous seasons. 

The Chicago Bulls ($511 million), Detroit Pistons ($479 
million) and Cleveland Cavaliers ($476 million) round out 
the top five. 

At the bottom of the 30-team rankings are the Milwaukee 
Bucks at $254 million. The league average worth is $367 
million, down 4 percent, according to Forbes. 

The teams losing money in the last 12 months are the Dallas 
Mavericks, Portland Trail Blazers, Orlando Magic, Atlanta 
Hawks, Sacramento Kings, Indiana Pacers, Charlotte Bobcats, 
New Jersey Nets, Minnesota Timberwolves, New Orleans 
Hornets, Memphis Grizzlies and Milwaukee Bucks. 

Teams’ average operating income was $7.8 million, with the 
Lakers at the top with $51.1 million, just ahead of the Bulls 
at $51 million. Portland’s value has increased the most, by 10 
percent, while the Kings and Grizzlies each have dropped the 
most, by 13 percent. □

With Minister of Justice Arthur Dowers representing Aruba 
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Political Steering Group reaches agreement on all issues but one 



DAWN BEACH-The year’s 
final Political Steering Group 
(PSG) meeting was still in 
session up to around 1:30 
yesterday morning, but well- 
placed sources close to the talks 
indicate that agreement was 
reached on all but one of the 
several issues on the agenda. 
While there was no clear 
indication about what was 
proving to be the thorny issue, 
the parties were still engaged in 
trying to find common ground. 
The sources said the issues 
on which agreement had been 
reached included the joint 
police force and the Brooks 
Tower Accord. 

Representatives of the 
Netherlands, the Netherlands 
Antilles, Curagao and St. 
Maarten governments 

participated in the PSG talks. 
Saba and Statia were also 
represented at the meeting. 
A Bonaire delegation also 
travelled to St. Maarten for the 
PSG meeting, but left before 
the meeting began about three 
hours later than originally 
scheduled. 

Attending for the first time was 
Aruba, represented by its Justice 
Minister Arthur Dowers and 
his adviser Indra Duarte. Both 
were praised for attending. 
Leader of the St. Maarten 
delegation Constitutional 
Affairs Commissioner William 
Marlin had said earlier in the 
day that he had been “shocked 
out of his shoes” when he read 
in yesterday’s issue of this 
newspaper about the intention of 
Public Health Minister Omayra 
Leeflang to plough 6.5 million 
guilders into a foundation to 
purchase medical equipment 
for a soon-to-be-dismantled 
Netherlands Antilles (NA). 
Marlin argued that it did not 
make much sense for more 
than six million guilders to be 
ploughed into a foundation 
for a country that was being 
dismantled. 

“The Central Government 
does not have a hospital,” he 
told The Daily Herald. He 
said developments such as this 
showed that St. Maarten was 
being treated unfairly. 

“We feel that if the NA has a 
surplus of funds because of the 
debt cancellation that is ongoing 
by the Dutch government, St. 
Maarten should get its fair 
share of those funds and not that 
Central Government ministers 
will be playing Santa Claus 


with it,” Marlin said during a 
break last night. 

Giving an indication of 
presentations made during the 
first part of the meeting. Marlin 
said the Dutch delegation also 
had acknowledged earlier 
promises made to help facilitate 
the dismantling process and 
had pledged to “get the ball 
rolling.” 

On the issue of transfer of 
responsibilities to St. Maarten, 
he said the Island Territory 
was being “short-changed 
tremendously” because the 
knowledge and infrastructure of 
the Netherlands Antilles were 
based primarily in Curagao. 
Constitutional Affairs Minister 
Roland Duncan had said on 
Tuesday that St. Maarten was 
unhappy with the snail’s pace 
of the process to set up Central 
Government departments and 
offices here. 

Yesterday’s PSG, the final 
for this calendar year, was 
also a forum for the various 
delegations to give updates on 
the progress of the dismantling 
process. 

Also on the agenda were 
discussions about the safety plan 
for the Netherlands Antilles and 
updates on improvements in 
immigration and the setting up 
of the Joint Court for the new 
entities in the Dutch Caribbean. 
Of concern to the St. Maarten 
delegation was the mentioning 
of improvements for Bon 
Futuro Prison in Curacao prison 
on yesterday’s agenda, but no 
mention of the Pointe Blanche 
prison in St. Maarten. 

“The question we would raise 
is: what about the improvement 


of the prison in St. Maarten? In 
a preliminary discussion with 
the minister, they had indicated 
that there are plans ready for the 
expansion of the prison facilities 
in St. Maarten, but one of the 
challenges is the availability of 
land, so we will hear more of 
that [during the meeting].” 
Regarding the j oint court. Marlin 
said, parties were expected to 
broach the issue of start-up 
capital for the functioning of 
the new court of justice. He said 
that while an agreement was in 
place regarding Holland’s debt 
takeover for the BBS islands 
Bonaire, St. Eustatius and Saba, 
the discussion pertaining to 
Curasao and St. Maarten was 
still to be finalised. 

The division of assets and 
liabilities between Curasao and 
St. Maarten was also expected 
to be addressed in the talks. 
“So far it has been an internal 
discussion between the islands,” 
Marlin noted, adding that the 
Netherlands was now pushing 
to be included in these talks 
to represent the interest of the 
BBS Islands. 

“This is one of the points that 
I think will draw the most 
discussion and I don’t see 
us getting out of that today 
[Wednesday], because St. 
Maarten does not think it’s 
fair what is being done,” he 
said alluding to the fact that 
the largest amounts of capital 
and physical infrastructure are 
based in Curagao. 

The issue of proposals for a 
joint police facility was one of 
the points Duncan had said on 
Tuesday would draw criticism 
from the Curasao and St. 


Maarten delegations. He had 
noted then that the Netherlands 
had been pushing for the police 
facility to become a separate 
police force, but Curasao and 
St. Maarten were against this, as 
an agreement about the police 
facility was already in place. 
Wednesday’smeeting,originally 
scheduled to start at 2:00pm, 
was pushed back to 3:00pm as 
parties had been onboard Oasis 
of the Seas. It eventually began 
around 5:00pm. 

Leader of the Democratic Party 
(DP) Island Councilwoman 
Sarah Wescot-Williams was 


a member of the St. Maarten 
delegation, which also included 
CommissionerXavierBlackman 
and advisers Dennis Richardson 
and Eugene Holiday. 
Representing the Dutch 
govemmentwereDutchMinister 
of Interior Affairs and Kingdom 
Relations Dr. Guusje ter Horst 
and Dutch State Secretary 
for Kingdom Relations Ank 
Bijleveld-Schouten. Prime 
Minister Emily de Jongh- 
Elhage headed the Netherlands 
Antilles delegation, of which 
Duncan was also a member. □

St. Maarten’s farward thinking nraised at inaugurai ceremony 


POINTE BLANCHE-St. 
Maarten is the only port in the 
Duteh Kingdom eapable of 
aeeommodating Oasis of the 
Seas, the world’s largest eruise 
ship - an aeeomplishment that 
was praised by partners in the 
eruise industry and highlighted 
by government offieials during 
the ship’s inaugural eall here 
Wednesday. 


Deputy Leader of Government 
and Harbour Affairs 
Commissioner Theo Heyliger, 
speaking at the reeeption held 
aboard the ship, thankedformer 
Leader of Government Island 
Couneilwoman Sarah Weseot- 
Williams and present Leader 
of Government Commissioner 
William Marlin for “putting 
their trust” in him and ensuring 


unanimous approval for the 
harbour expansion projeets 
over the years. “Who said we 
all ean’t work together?” he 
asked. 

Among those in attendanee 
were Netherlands Antilles 
Prime Minister Emily 
de Jongh-Elhage, Duteh 
Minister of Interior Affairs 
and Kingdom Relations 


Guusje ter Horst, Duteh State 
Seeretary for Interior Affairs 
and Kingdom Relations 
Ank Bijleveld-Sehouten, Lt. 
Governor Lranklyn Riehards, 
members of the Island and 
Exeeutive Couneils, and 
several representatives of the 
private seetor. 

The arrival of Oasis of the Seas 
in St. Maarten is a eompliment 
to the hard work of St. Maarten 
people, who have now made 
the island the first in the Duteh 
Kingdom with a harbour that 
ean aeeommodate the world’s 
largest ship, Heyliger said. 
Rotterdam, with the largest 
eontainer, gravel and fuel 
ports, is no longer the only one 
with firsts in the Kingdom, he 
added. 

As St. Maarten strives to 
beeome a eountry, it must 
show that it ean take eare of 
itself, and the strides made at 
Dr. A.C. Wathey Cruise and 
Cargo Faeilities have proven 
that this is possible, the 
eommissioner said. “I hope 
the ehange to eountry status is 
on the right traek, beeause St. 
Maarten is on the right traek 
already.” 

He also eommended Royal 
Caribbean Cruises, Ltd. for 
its eontinued partnership with 
St. Maarten and presented key 
players from the eompany 
as well as government 
representatives of all levels 
of the Kingdom with plaques 
to mark the historie oeeasion. 
A similar plaque presentation 
was made by the ship’s 
offieials to loeal players. 
Marlin said the island looked 
forward to many more visits 
from Oasis of the Seas and 
thanked Royal Caribbean 
Cruises, Ltd. for “bringing the 
Titanie of the 21st eentury to 
St. Maarten.” 

Tourism Commissioner Frans 
Riehardson said that many 
other eountries wanted to 
have Oasis of the Seas visit 
their ports, but St. Maarten 
was one of the few prepared 
and ready for the large vessel. 
He lobbied for tours of sehool 
ehildren to be allowed aboard 
the ship so they eould see this 
marvel of the world. 

St. Maarten Harbour Group 
of Companies CEO Mark 
Mingo said eruise ships kept 
eoming to St. Maarten beeause 
the passenger experienee 


eontinued to be good and 
beeause of the quality of St. 
Maarten as a destination. 

“St. Maarten has again played 
a leading role in the industry 
[with the berthing of Oasis 
of the Seas],” Mingo said, 
pointing out that the first 
Royal Caribbean ship to visit 
St. Maarten had been Song of 
Norway with 750 passengers, 
39 years ago. Today, the 
island ean reeeive Oasis of the 
Seas with a eapaeity of 5,400 
passengers. The ship will be in 
port every Wednesday for the 
rest of the high season and will 
be joined by sister ship Allure 
of the Seas in November 
2010 . 

“A little eity will be pulling 
into port [of St. Maarten] 
every week,” Royal Caribbean 
Cruises, Ltd. Senior Viee 
President of Land Operations 
Craig Milan said at the plaque 
exehange eeremony held 
aboard the ship. 

Working with St. Maarten on 
Genesis Projeet, as Oasis of 
the Seas was eode-named, 
had been a good experienee, 
Milan said. “St. Maarten was 
the easiest port to work with 
by far. Commissioner Theo 
Heyliger really makes things 
happen. The island partners 
with the [eruise] industry and 
then takes the ball and runs 
with it.” 

Seeurity sereening took plaee 
on the pier for the first time, 
in newly-built and movable 
seeurity buildings, the 
purpose of whieh is to proeess 
passengers faster when they 
head baek to the ship. “This is 
the gold standard in seeurity- 
eheeking,” Milan said, adding 
that the same system was used 
in St. Thomas when the ship 
was in port there Tuesday. This 
pioneering system is expeeted 
to migrate to other ports in the 
eoming years. 

St. Maarten has benefited from 
tremendous and eontinued 
growth in the eruise industry 
sinee 1990s, thanks to the 
government’s eommitment to 
developing the destination. 
However, the private seetor 
also has a role to play in 
balaneing the benefits for the 
island, said Royal Caribbean 
Cruises, Ltd. Viee President of 
Government Relations for the 
Caribbean, Latin Ameriea and 
Asia Mike Ronan. □ 


Main Akeem lake murder 
suspect is facing 18 years 

PHILIPSBURG—The Akeem Lake murder that his elient had had no notion of Lake’s 


trial, whieh had been postponed on several 
oeeasions, eontinued Wednesday with the 
Proseeutor requesting eighteen years for the 
main suspeet and nine and seven years for his 
aeeessories. 

The three-hour hearing ended with a violent 
ineident in whieh one suspeet beat another 
to the floor inside the Courthouse. Poliee 
offieials had to support a groggy C.R.B. (28) 
into the poliee van after he was punehed by 
eo-suspeet G.N.E. (25). 

It was not the first time C.R.B. had been 
beaten by fellow detainees. Sinee his 
detention, he had been threatened and 
mistreated in prison on several oeeasions. 
This had led to his transfer from St. Maarten 
to Bon Futuro Prison in Curagao, where he 
was also mistreated. 

Aeeording to Proseeutor Jan Bart Leveling, 
there was no doubt that G.N.E. had eold- 
bloodedly murdered Akeem Lake (14) by 
gunfire in Duteh Quarter on June 18, 2008. 
Lake sustained four gunshot wounds just five 
days before his 15th birthday. 

Leveling requested a severe 18-year 
punishment for the shooter. “In general 
sentenees in the Netherlands Antilles are 
eonsiderably lower than elsewhere in the 
Caribbean. I want to prevent foreign eriminal 
organisations from starting operations here.” 
G.N.E. admitted to the erime, stating he had 
gone into a rage and had sought revenge after 
he found out that his girlfriend had been 
robbed of US $13,000 in savings. 

Aeeording to the Proseeutor, fellow suspeet 
A.A.G. (18) had pointed at Lake as being the 
perpetrator of the robbery. Urged on by three 
of his friends, G.N.E. had been looking for 
Lake in Duteh Quarter. The ear they were 
driving in allegedly was ehauffeured by 
C.R.B. 

For their roles, the Proseeutor requested seven 
years for A.A.G. and nine years for C.R.B. 
Attomey-at-law Remeo Stomp said G.N.E. 
had been “frustrated” after he learned his 
girlfriend had been robbed. “He wanted the 
money baek and wanted to do something for 
his helpless girlfriend.” The lawyer added 


tender age. 

Stomp disagreed with the murder eharge and 
pleaded for the lesser eount of manslaughter. 
C.R.B. vehemently denied he had had 
anything to do with the ineident. He said he 
had been framed beeause the other suspeets 
were eovering up for a friend of theirs, whom 
they tried to keep out of jail beeause he was 
fathering two ehildren. 

“It was easy to point at my elient, an illegal 
resident from St. Kitts,” his lawyer Zylena 
Bary said Wednesday. She dismissed 
the statements against her elient as 
“untrustworthy.” 

Bary said the Proseeutor’s ease against 
her elient should be deelared inadmissible 
beeause her elient initially had not been 
detained as a murder suspeet, but beeause he 
was an illegal resident. 

The lawyer doubted whether her elient 
eould be eonvieted on eharges of aeeessory 
to murder. “Should my elient go for murder 
beeause one person [G.N.E.] flipped?” 
Psyehologieal reports eited the sad histories 
of the three suspeets. A.A.G., who had been 
roaming the streets from the age of 15, had 
been “tugged along in useless violenee,” it 
was said. 

G.N.E. dropped out of sehool after sixth 
grade. He smoked marijuana on a daily basis 
from the age of 16. His mother kieked him 
out of the house when he was 19. 

To shed more light on the state of affairs 
among St. Maarten’s youth, Milton Peters 
College soeial worker Beryl Berkel was 
heard as an expert witness by G.N.E.’s legal 
representative. Berkel painted an image of 
negleet, abuse and harassment among St. 
Maarten’s youth, who take their feuds out on 
the streets. 

Attorney Geert Hatzmann said his elient 
A.A.G. had beeome involved by aeeident and 
had not played a major role. “A suspended 
sentenee would be most suitable,” Hatzmann 
said, adding, “We should be happy that 
in eontrast with other Caribbean nations 
our administration of justiee eould still be 
eonsidered eivilised.

SANTIAGO (Reuters) - La economia de America Latina podria 
crecer un 4,1 por ciento en el 2010, tras una contraccion este 
ano por la crisis global, apoyada en un mayor dinamismo de 
Brasil, dijo el jueves la CEPAL. La proyeccion de la Comision 
Economica para America Latina y El Caribe (CEPAL) contrasta 
con una esperada caida de un 1,8 por ciento que tendria la region 
este ano. 

“Lo peor de la crisis ha quedado atras. Los motores del 
crecimiento ya se encendieron nuevamente, pero no se sabe 
cuanto nos durara el combustible”, dijo Alicia Barcena, 
secretaria ejecutiva de CEPAL, en un comunicado. 

El dinamismo del 2010 estaria liderado por Brasil, la mayor 
economia de la region, que creceria un 5,5 por ciento, tras una 
expansion de un 0,3 por ciento este ano, estimo la CEPAL. 
El organismo dependiente de las Naciones Unidas pronostico 
una recuperacion del PIB de Mexico a un crecimiento de un 
3,5 por ciento el 2010, luego de que este ano su economia se 
desplomaria un 6,7 por ciento.□

Colombia prohfbo tononcia y consumo 
de dosis minima de droga 


BOGOTA (Reuters) - Colombia, despues 
de cinco intentos fallidos y en contravia de 
la tendencia intemacional, aprobo una ley 
que prohibe la tenencia y consumo de dosis 
minimas de sustancias estupefacientes o 
psicotropicas, informo el jueves el Gobiemo. 
La reforma a la Constitucion, que se convirtio 
en los liltimos anos en una obsesion personal 
del presidente Alvaro Uribe, establece que 
solo se permitira la tenencia y el consumo 
de dosis minimas de drogas si existe una 
prescripcion medica. 

El Gobiemo justifico la ley con el argumento 
de que no tiene coherencia exigir una lucha 
frontal contra el narcotrafico y facilitar el 
consumo de drogas. 

“Hemos dado un paso historico en la lucha 
contra el narcotrafico, la produccion y, 
especialmente, el consumo de droga”, dijo 
el ministro del Interior y de Justicia, Fabio 
Valencia, despues de la aprobacion de la 
norma el miercoles a la medianoche. 

Pese a la aprobacion de la ley, el Gobiemo 
aclaro que no se busca castigar criminalmente 
el porte y consumo de drogas, pero si a los 
distribuidores. El senador del Partido Liberal 
Juan Manuel Galan dijo que con la medida 


Colombia va en contravia de la tendencia 
mundial que “privilegia la prevencion sobre 
el prohibicionismo”. 

El acto legislativo que aprobo el Congreso 
en ocho debates modified un fallo de la Corte 
Constitucional que despenalizo el consumo 
y tenencia de sustancias psicoactivas desde 
1994. La reforma considera al adicto como 
un enfermo y el Estado se responsabiliza de 
su rehabilitacion y el apoyo a su familia. 
HastaahoralalegislaciondeColombiapermitia 
la tenencia de hasta 20 gramos de marihuana y 
un gramo de cocaina para consumo personal. 
Para el Gobiemo de Colombia el consumo 
de drogas ha aumentado y se ha convertido 
en un problema prioritario de salud publica 
para el pais. El ex candidate presidencial del 
izquierdista Polo Democratico Alternativo 
Carlos Gaviria considero la decision del 
Congreso como un retroceso. “Retrocedimos 
de manera significativa. Es un proyecto 
antitecnico porque en el derecho penal no 
hay prohibiciones, hay conductas punibles”, 
dijo Gaviria, quien fue magistrado de la Corte 
Constitucional cuando el tribunal despenalizo 
la tenencia y consumo de la dosis minima de 
drogas. □
